Erby said he went to 
McElroy’s apartment because 
he thought the\men had raped 
his wife, Kay, and had stolen 
their car.

“A day's work for a day's pay.” 

That phrase, implying a fair 
|,and honest reward for labor, 
: denotes an idea which is a fun- 
;; damental part of the American 
* way of doing business. But the 
question of the value of “a day’s 
pay” has been raised by many 
who believe that society under- 
pays women and minorities for 
their contributions to the well- 
being of the country. 

A recent study seems to agree 
with that contention. The 
National Committee on PayEq- 
uity has just released a study 
which shows that race and sex 
are key fagtors in both the occu- 
pations which individuals are 
4 allowed to pursue and the salar- 
mies they are paid in those 

occupations, ; 

— According to the study, Black 
1 men are disproportionately 
represented in the ranks of 
» stevedores, garbage collectors, 
+i and baggage porters, while all 
“airline pilot and supervisory 
s:. positions are dominated by white 
ri men. According to the report, the 
o jobs held predominantly by 
a Black women are “the lowest 


paid of all occupations.” 

There are a number of factors 
which go into anyone’s pay and 
status, including education, 
training, and other factors. Yet, it 

as illustrative that, in many 
industries--such as the construc- 
tion industry--even areas which 
have been historically domi- 
nated by Blacks, such as cement 
finishers, plasterers, laborers, 
and brick masons, are becoming 
increasingly whiter, as salary 
schedules rise in those in- 
dustries. 


The report demonstrates the 
continued need for affirmative 
action in the American work- 
place, not only for Blacks but for 
other minority groups and 
women as well. The segregation 
of the workplace which this 
report describes causes a dim- 
inution of opportunity for all 
kinds of people. 

Aggressive affirmative action 
programs will create a climate in 
which this segregation--and the 
diminished value of the work 
done by minorities and women-- 
is a thing of the past.

The Blacks Who have jobs 
who seem to “making it,” 
who seem to bq doing well, are 
guilty of the jworst kind of 


apathy. One thing is certainly 


» Clear. We are too sporadic and 


fragmented in our efforts to 
combat any kind of threats to 
Black citizens. 


Racists are so dedicated 
and their hatred runs so deep, 
that they are able to “fire up” 
other racists and openly state 
their aim to destroy us. As one 
white stated on live television 
during a march in Forsyth 
County, Ga., they are building 
their ranks, so they 
have enough numbers, they 
can “take the country back.” 

Giving to the NAACP, the 
UNCF and various other 
organizations, is simply not 
enough. While we have quietly 
been doing the easy things, 
white racists have been build-

These racist groups have 


made inroads into national, 
state and local politics. They 
have members that are a part 
of both blue and white collar 
job areas. Although we are 
reluctant to admit it, they can 
and do affect our daily lives. 


Working within the estab- 
lished, safe areas is no longer 
enough for concerned Black 
people, We must regain some 
of the fire, determination and 
the willingness of the '60s to 
confront racism, when it is so 
obvious--and yes, when it is 
covert. 


it is true, we have managed 
to vote some Blacks into high 
places, but we have not 
pressed them to cite our real 
concerns, to make any sub- 
stantial differences in our 
lives. There are enough 
Blacks now in all areas to 
make our wants and needs 
known, and then to resolve to 
do something about having 
those needs met, whether it is 
in the area of housing, school- 
ing, hunger or jobs. 


All of us must do something! 
Black leadership must surface 
in every town, city and state 
and somehow, come together 
to address Black causes and 
concerns, 


Since Martin Luther King, 
Jr.'s death, we have moved 
backwards in some areas, 
because of our quietness, 
calmness, and apathy. 


There will never be another 
Martin Luther King, Jr., but | 
believe that we have surely 
produced others who can lead 
us_in_the direction that_we 
must take to somehow control 
our own destiny. 


If the past twenty years have 
proved anything, it is that we 
cannot expect others to do 
this to dur satisfaction. All of 
our single individual moments 
of horror and anger, as we 
view these incidents of racism 
are meaningless, as long as 
we continue to accept this as 
the norm. 


Racial bigotry is alive and 
well in the 1980s. We must 
accept this fact and unite to 
fight it!

It was then that Abrams 
worked with Sherard and a 
Catholic priest named Robert 
Hunt to tackle the governmen- 
tal and corporate bureaucra- 
cies which held Felice's life in 
their hands. 

Sherard's medical expertise 
and assistance play a promi- 
nent role in the book which 
Abrams wrote on his experien- 


ces. However, Abrams has. 


expressed disappointment that 
Sherard’s role has been signif-

The Jackson campaign: 
a better shot than 84?

The beat continues; the 
throbbing sound that came 
from the mouths of thousands 
of supporters at sites all across 
the country: “Run, Jesse Run! 
Run, Jesse, Run! 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
America's “Country Preacher”, 
seems to have heard that call -- 
if he has not manufactured it. 
The cry was elemental in 1984, 
a cry that touched the deeper 


longings of Black people . 


across America to be consi- 
dered as equals in the Demo- 
cratic party -- and in the body 
politic generally. 

But today a smoother, 
slicker, wiser Jackson is 
attempting to position himself 
in an even more effective role 
as a.political candidate who 
can appeal to the Democratic 
party's center by attracting 
both its left and its right. Itis a 
strategy which, if successful, 
could make Jackson into more 
than a kingmaker in Demo- 
cratic politics for 1988 -- it® 
could make him the king. 

The strategy is built on some 
bedrock principles. One is the 
natural affinity between Blacks 
and conservatives. “It'sa 
paradox,” Jackson argues, 
“that many Blacks can relate to 
conservative whites better than 
liberal whites can relate to 
conservative whites.” 

That “paradox” is explaina- 
ble: Blacks, while liberal on 
civil rights and human services 
issues, are often conservative 
on the “lifestyle issues” like 
abortion and homosexual 
rights because of the strong 
church ties. Indeed, many 
Blacks are avid listeners and 
viewers of the nation’s most 
conservative radio and televi- 
sion preachers. 

The second bedrock princi- 
pal, as Jackson puts it, is that 
Blacks “have more in common 
with Archie Bunker than we do 
with Roger Smith,” the presi- 
dent of General Motors. The 
issues of economic fairness, 
the displacing of millions of 
workers, the lack of an ade- 
quate minimum wage, the 
threat of destructive competi- 
tion from abroad and the

exporting of American jobs_ 


overseas are all pocketbook 
issues that affect all Ameri- 
cans, Black and white, who are 
not in the nation's economic 
elite. 

Indeed, as Jackson points 
out, the business leaders, like 
Smith, who buy dozens of 
tables at minority banquets 
and provide grants and loans 
to minority students are often 
the same ones who produce 
corporate policies which are 
injurious to hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers, Black and 
white. 

These issues, obviously, are 
inclusive and not exclusive. 
They do not focus on Black 
voters, but on the common 
needs of Blacks and whites 
who are being dislocated by an 
increasingly distant and hos- 
tile economic order. 

Thus, Jackson sess, and is 
attempting to create, the pos- 
sibility of an historic synthesis: 
the incorporation into, and 
leadership of, Blacks ina “neo- 
populist” movement that cen- 
ters around populist economic 
policies and conservative 
moral leadership. 

For Jackson, the danger of 


such an appr is apparent. 
He is attémpting to unite many 
typicafly-liberal constituen- 


cies, including feminists and 
gays, under his campaign 
banner. Yet these groups are 
inherently suspicious of the 
conservative moral beliefs of 
many ‘fundamentalist (includ-

ing Black fundamentalist) 
preachers, who are often 
opposed to gay rights and 
abortion on demand. 

Jackson is already attempt- 
ing to minimize that potential 
problem. 


“We'd be making a mistake 
to let those issues be the essen- 
tial issues in the 1988 cam- 
paign," Jackson says, speak- 
ing of such divisive issues such 
as abortion and gay rights. “We 
must keep fighting ‘common 
ground’ issues. 

“While we must fight for 
moral values, we live under a 
constitution in a secular state,” 
Jackson asserts, and no politi- 
cian is “sworn in to uphold the 
dogma of (his) denomination.” 

That answer, while politic, 
may not be enough for either 
the conservatives or the radical 


- liberals. Yet it reflects a power- 


ful maturing in the political 
candidacy of a man whowill be 
the most potent force in the 
1988 Democratic campaign. 

The message is already 
being received by many whites 
-- more whites than the 
national media is willing to 
admit. Jackson pointed out 
that a potiuck dinner in Green- 
ville, lowa on Super Bowl Sun- 
day drew 900 people to hear 
him speak -- an indication of 
the interest that many dis- 
placed farmers have in the 
message that Jackson is 
promoting. 

But what is critical to his

success is that Jackson starts 
with a natural constituency -- 
the nation's Black voters -- 
which will loom very large in 
the 1988 Democratic scenario. 
As Jackson himself points out, 
Walter Mondale won the 1984 
Democratic nomination with 
6.7 million votes, while there 
are now over 13 million Black 
registered voters nationwide. 

In addition, the party primar- 
ies are heavily weighted 
toward the beginning of the 
primary season. In March 
alone, at least 16 states -- 
including all the states in the 
South -- will hold primaries or 
caucuses. Almost all those 
states, particularly the South, 
have a heavy number of Black 
voters, In a hotly-contested 
Democratic race with more 
than four or five strong candi- 
dates, it is possible that Jack- 
son could win almost all the 
contested states -- including a 
state like Ohio. 


The front-loading of the pol- 
itical calendar places a pre- 
mium on money and organiza- 
tion for all candidates. 
However, Jackson's already 
strong position with Black 
voters will enable him to get by 


~ with fewer finances than his 


opponents, and jhe already has 
a strong base of organizational 
support in the nation's Black 
churches. 

Indeed, one of the major 
fears of many of the more 
astute white Southern Demo- 
cratic politicians was that a 
monolithic Southern Primary 
would play right into Jackson's 
hands. 

Jackson is planning an 
organizational meeting with 
the nation's Black pastors and 
political leaders in Memphis, 
Tenn. on April3 and 4 -- April 4 
being the 19th anniversary of 
the death of Dr. Martin Luther 
King in that city. Obviously, the 
symbolism is purposeful; it is 
Jackson's attempt to take the 
civil rights movement to an 
entirely differnt level by mov- 
ing from economic and social 
disfranchisementto political 
power by reinvigorating the 
civil rights coalition of the 
1960s.

Shannon Bullard McCrary, 
15, had an opportunity to repli- 
cate that Biblical reference by 
coming to the aid of Winter 
Hornsburger. 

Winter, a 7-year-old student 
at Scottwood Elementary 
School, was struck by a car at 
the intersection of Courtright 
Rd. and Rosewell while on her 
way home from school. 

Winter, her sister Brandi and 
three other girls ran out into 
the street to avoid some teen- 
age girls that had intimidated 
them on other occasions. 
While fleeing across Cour- 
tright Rd., Winter was struck, 
head-on by @ Car traveling at 
least 35 miles per hour. 

Eyewitnesses say the girl 
was thrown 30 feet forward and 
15 feet high. 


Shannon then rushed to 
Winter's rescue.

Winter for broken bones, rolled 
her over to better assess her 
condition, and instructed Win- 
ter to take deep breaths, since 
she was hyperventilating. 


Before moving her off of the 
heavily traveled Courtright 
Rd., Shannon said five cars 
ignored the accident scene by 
passing them without slowing 
down and missing Winter only 
by inches. A student at East- 
moor High School, Shannon 
stayed calm and implemented 
some of the lessons learned in 
a first aid class. 

Winter's sister and friends 
also rushed to the scene to 
offer their assistance, but 
“stopped dead in their tracks 
when they saw all of the blood 
on her face,” Shannon said. 

Miraculoualy, Winter suf- 
fered only a few facial abra- 
sions and swelling and no 
internal injuries, said Bob 
Hornsburger, Winter's father. 

“She was Spared by the 
grace of God,” he marveled.
